Where Would Trail End. 


“It sounds quite plausible for the court to 
intimate that ‘if the Standard Oil company 
of Indiana be but thé tool of the real offender, 
the Standard Oil company of New Jersey, in- 
dict and punish the latter.’ But when the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey is in- 
dicted it replies that the stock of the Indiana 
company belongs to ita shareholders, indict 
them, and so on, and so on. 

“ Are the intricacies of modern corporate 
madhinations to make & mockery of our 
criminal jurisprudence? The idea, unfortu- 
nately too prevalent today, that the corpo- 
rate personality is a cloak to be worn or dis- 
earded according to the apparent demands 
of a particular legal situation, has led, and 
will always lead, to contradiction and con- 
} fusion. 

‘‘ Let us drop this rather timeworn appeal 
to the sacred rights of free Anglo-Saxons as 
an answer to every attempt to adjust old 
principles to new conditions. No one today, 
much less Judge Landis, would attempt to 
punish without trial either a natural person 
or one corporation entirely disassociated 
from another. 

“ The real problem fn this branch of Amer- 
jean jurisprudence is to how shall the-real 
corporate culprit be punished when, in the 
network of intercorperate relations, it “is 
oftentimes well nigh impossible, not morally 
nor ethically, but legally, to ind that guilty 


person.” : 
That Is Only Quibbling: 


The writer ther goes into the question of 
the judge to hear evidence on which to base 
the sentence after trial and conviction; and 
remarks that it is“ nmiere quibbling with 
words to gay that the court may hear evi- 
dence in mitigation but never in aggrava- 
tion.” 

If the corporation, as a legal fiction, is to be 
considered, the defendant entirely separate 
from its stockholders, what difference would 
it make, he asks, if thé fine destroyed it, a 
mere abstraction. And he answers himself: 

‘“ The corporation, neither historically nor 
actually, ise that impersonal, soulless, intan- 
gible thing which our earlier writers were so 
apt to call it. It is a real social institution, 
‘given by the jaw the same abstract peréon- 
ality which society itself attributes to it, but 
none thé. leés it is a group of persone haying 
bodies, minds, and, if you will, souls. 

“How, then, could Judge Landis have prop- 
erly exercised Nis discretion in imposing a 
penalty unless he inquired into the makeup 
of the corporation—vis.: ascertained who 
might be its shareholders?

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STRANGE SHOOTING KILLS THO | Ee 


Men Known in Labor World Hurt 
at Same Place and Time. 


ONE SPEAKS OF A HOLDUP, 


But Police Fail te Find Evidence of an 
peau 8 Robbery. 
rere * 


The shooting of Richard J.) "n. Fink of 401 
West Randolph street early yesterday morn- 
ing while he was a half block from home de- 
veloped into a mystery when the police dis- 
covered that another man, after being shot 
at the same plgce and at the same time, also 
died early in the day. 

Morris Fitzgerald, 35 years old, a walking 
delegate for the Bartenders’ union, staggered 
into his residence at 11 South Center avenue 
shortly after midnight and within a few 
minutes of the time of the shooting. He was 
shot in the abdomen. He died six hours later 
at the Frances Willard hospital. 

That the two men were shot in the same 
affray is regarded by the police as practically 
certain. Which was the aggressor, what was 
the cause, who the alleged third participant 
are questions that have hot been answered. 


Both Known in Labor Circles. 

Both men are widely known Im labor cir- 
cles, but for different reasons. Fink's fa- 
ther, through his activity in bearding large 
gangs of nonuriion strike bDreakérs, gave to 
the world of colloquial English a new noun, 
a “ fink,”’ meahing a colonized strike breaker. 
The younger Fink formerly was market 
master at the Haymarket and has been in 
the saloon business on the west side for ten 
years. Both Fitzgerald and his wife were 
members of unions, he being affiliated with 
the organization Of bartetiders and Mrs. 
Fitzgerald being a member of thé Waft- 
resses’ union. The police could not find out 
whethér the two. men were acquainted, 
though it was thought that they were. 

If the tragedy arose out ofan attempted 
robbery there was*nothing to clearly show 
this, for Fiok’s jewelry, watch, and money 
were all intact and Fitegerald had lost noth- 
ing. 

Fink was shot through. the heart and died 
in the patrol: wagon without saying’a word. 
Fitzgerald told his wife that he was shot ** in 
a holdup’ and had a conversation on the 
subject with friends whom he‘had ter sum- 
mon: These men insist that he told’ them 
nothing, but on account of suspicious actions 
they are being’! held at the Desplaines street 
station. 

Boy Sees.a ‘Third Person. 


That there was a third person implicated is 
shown by the testimony of a boy who saw 
the shooting from.abott a block away. He 
was unable to. tell. anything except that one 
mah met two others and the shooting fol- 
lowed. 

While the police believe that Fink’s inten- 
tions were innocent, they are confident that 
he began the shooting, 48 all the chambers 
of his-revolver had beeti emptied, and they 
say that he could not fiave fired a shot after 
he himself was struck.. 

As 8600 as Fitegerald reached home he told 
his wife and her sister, Theresa Snyder, to 
go to the saloon of Robert Ryan at 14 Green 
street and tell Ryan of the shooting. Ryan 
and his bartender, Eugene McInerney, re- 
turned with the women and after a few 
minutes’. conversation with Fitzgerald in 
secret left to Obtain a doctor. They were 
gone for about half an hour, according to 
Mrs. Fitzgerald’s written statement, re- 
turned, left again for fifteen minutes, and 
then canmie in with a Dr. Christianson. The 
doctor spent several minutes probing Fitz- 
geraid's wound, but decided that he must go 
to a hospital. 

Police Kept in Ignorance. 

The surgeon telephoned for a private am- 
bulance, but did not notify the police. Mrs. 
Fitzgerald said an effort was made to keep 
from. her the name of the hospital to which 
her:husband, was.to be taken. The police 
were notified by McHea, the man in charge of 
thé ambulance, but aie at the hospital 
toe late to get any sta t from Fitzgerald. ;

SIDES TAKEN BY‘ ORCHESTRA 


Cellist Resents Intimation That He 
Must Make Pubiie Apology:

Like many a militant critic of days gone by, 
Glenn Dillard Gunn\ Chicago réviewer, may 
bu forced into an “ affair of honor" with an 
eminent musician who is highly incensed be- 
cause he was criticised adversely. 

The affair is one of the Theodore Thomas 
orchestra and the musician is Bruno 8teindel. 
the ‘cellist. As a result of the trouble which 
has arisen between the musician and the 
critic the orchestra is said to have “ taken 
sides” and Mr. Steinde] has remained away 
from two concerts given at Orchestra hal! 
Also, since the beginning of the row, fistic 
combats between the two principals are said 
to have been narrowly averted. 

The whole thing started from a criticism 
written by Mr. Gunn on a concert given by 
the Thomas orchestra Friday afternoon, Feb. 
19. Mr. Steindel was the soloist at this con- 
cert. Mr. Gunn wrote that the ‘cellist’s play- 
ing “ was devoid of deeper meanings ” and 
that some musician's work might become 
“dull and spliritless when the performances 
were too often repeated.’’ In concluding the 
criticism, Mr. Gunn said of Mr. Steindel: 
** May he be advised in time.’’ 


Bystanders Prevent a Fight. 

The criticism was published Saturday and 
on Sunday the two men met in front of the 
Wellington hotel. After numerous Germanic 
expletives—for Mr. Steindel is German, be it 
known—they attempted to “ go to the mat,” 
but were prevented by a policeman and sev- 
eral bystanders. 

Last Thursday Mr. Gunn. and other music 
critics and privileged music lovers attended 
the private rehearsal of the orchestra. As 
the members of the orchestra were taking 
their places Mr. Steindel, accompanied by C. 
Wunderle, a large and well muscled musi- 
clan. stepped from the stage and approached 
Mr. Gunn. 

“ You get out of the house,”’ said Mr. Stein- 
del. 

“TI will not,”’ replied the critic, ‘‘ and this 
big ‘bouncer’ that you have brought with 
you don't intimidate me worth a cent.” 

Thereupon, witnesses agree. Mr. Steinde!l 
in more forceful German, called Mr. Gunn 
many opprobrious ngmes. During this pro- 
cedure certain members of the orchestra are 
said to have applauded the ‘cello player. 
The two musicians again took their places 
on the stage, and when Conductor Frederick 
Stock, who had not been present during the 
altercation, appeared the tempest instantly 
subsided. . 

Resent Hint of Apology. 

Later it was intimated that Mr. Steinde) 
would be called upon to apologize to Mr. 
Gunn, and the next day he did not appear, 
neither was he present on Saturday. 

«1 don’t know anything about an apology,’ 
said Mr. Steindel yesterday at his residence, 
1022 Catalpa avenue, “I never had any fight 
with Mr. Gunn, either. Do my eyes look 
black?’ 

Mr. Gunn sald he did not care to discuss 
the matter. He told a friend, however, that 

‘many men had been killed for less than 
Mr. Steindel had said "—meaning, thereby, 


the German expletives which were indulged 


in by the pallet.

| SAYS -RULES' STOOD TEST. 


Publisher Knows Nothing of 
What He Writes, “Uncle © 
Joe’’ Declares. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—Incensed by 
an attack alleged to have been made upon 
himself and the rules of the house of repre- 
sentatives by Edward E. Higgins, president 
of Success Magazine, in a circular letter to 
the “life subscribers ” of that publication, 
Speaker Cannon tonight made public a letter 
he had written to one of his tuents 
in which he vigorously defends the house 
rules. | 

“ The rules may not be ideal,’ writes the 
speaker, “‘but they have stood the test 
among those who knew them, in spite of half 
& century of denunciation such as Mr. Hig- 
gins puts forth. The foundation principles- 
of the rules were leid down more than a 
century ago under the leadership of Jeffer- 
son and Madison. They have been perfected 
from. year to year to meet the needs of a 
growing representation of a growing nation, 
just as the law of the land is developed.” 


Illinoisan Sends in Circular. 

Speaker Cannon's letter was in response 
to one from F. O. Voris of Neoga, Iil., in- 
closing a copy of the circular. Mr. Cannon 
states that he had previously received sev- 
eral letters from Mr. Higgins informing 
Cannon that Higgins was making a poll of 
his life subscribers as to whether Cannon 
should be elected speaker again and whether 
the rules of the house should be revised. 

“This is an age of advertising,” writes 
the speaker, “and it has become almost a 
science. I receive hifndreds of letters from 
men and women who would instruct me in 
my duties as a representative and a speaker. 
They all merit the consideration due to the 
intelligence and consctentiousness they dis- 
play in the presentation of views; no more 
and no less. I receive letters from men who 
denounce the legislature, the executive, the 
judiciary, the law, the church, and the rules 
of the house of representatives. 


Some of Those Who ticise. 
“One publisher makes it a point to de- 
nounce the narrowing influence of religion 
on our civilization, and demands legislation 
that will destroy this influence; another de- 
nounces the fundamental law of the land, 
and ;would ceslaroy ihe constitution and the 
statutes; a clever stock broker sends out 


| bulletiné: attacking the executive, and an- 


other advertises his attack on business. Mr. 
Higgins employs*the same methods to at- 
the’ speaker and the rules of the house. 

“He attacks the present speaker as rep- 
resenting ‘the interests ’—whatever that 
may mean. I confess I do not know, but I 
have noticed the use of the expression by 
those who, while ready to attack men ig pub- 
lf life, stil have a regard for the libel laws 
and seek to discredit without assuming the, 
responsibility for simple and direct accusa- 
tions which they might have to prove or 
~guffer the consequences. Mr. Higgins has‘ 
this same respect for the law, while he ap- | 
parently makes free to insinuate unworthi- 
ness against lawmakers. 


“Knows Not Whereof He Writes.”’ 

“As to the criticism Mr. Higgins makes 
of the rules ‘and the administration of them 
by the speaker, little need be said. His let- 
ter shows that he knows nothing of what he 
writes. 

“ A.man whe, without having studied the 
law of the land or practiced’in the courts, 
should criticise and denounce. indiscrimi- 
nately the law and the courts, simply be-

Representative J. Adam Bede of Minnesota, 
who has contributed to the humor of many 
campaigns, and Bourke Cockran<of New 
York, who-has figured in many oratorica] 
contests, also will retire. - 

Mr. Cockran was in the Fiftieth congress, 
dropped out one term, and reappeared in the 
Fifty-second and Fifty-third congresses.

Plots and Counterplots Thick. 


Manuel Bonilla is now in the cattle and 
revolutionary business in Honduras and 
waiting for his chance, while poor Davilla sits 
up nights scanning the telegraphic reports 
for the firet signs of am outbreak; Dévilla 
‘cah have mo dances or entertainments in 
Tegucigalpa, because society, composed 
largely of Manueliatas, will not attend. Poli- 
carpo Bonilla is in town plotting under Da- 
villa’s nose, with the president threatening 
now and then to put him in jail, while Poli- 
carpo dodges and keeps up hi agitation. 

Ie this chapter enough to explain the mis- 
ery of the country? Can any one expect in 
dustry to thrive under euch conditions 
Would California, thus governed. be a rich 
state? Yet parts of Honduras are’ ae rich 
as parte of California. .The bay of Fonseca, 
where you land at Amapala, with its cluster 
of 100 buildings, is one of the most beautiful 
bays—isiand studded and eet among high, 
green hille—on all the west coast of the 
American continent, and the beet harbor be- 
tween San Francisco and Panama, 

Most of the Americans in Hondurae are on 
the west coast, where they own 80 per cent 
of ‘the banaina plantations; but later we shal! 
have a special article on this wonderful 
banana business, which is the mainstay of 
Central America progress on the Atlantic 
side. In Tegucigalpa the most enterprising 
and active residert is an American, one Dr. 
Guetavus Adolpho Walther, an eye and ear 
specialist, who fled Chicago becauee of 
charges for which he did not stand trial. 

When he was put in charge of the city 
hospital he threw out all the patients, con- 
sisting of politicians, who had their wines 
cherged as medicines, and admitted sick 
people instead. He hae the largest medical 
practice in Honduras, and is building a sani- 
tarium in. the form of a fortress on the hills 
above the town, which will be of great serv- 
ice to any revolutionary army. 


American Trade Teeportant 


Honduras’ exporte go almost entirely to 
the Unitea States.. Our -trade influence is 
here relatively the largest of any Central 
American country. Of the imports of $2,331,- 
398, we furnish $1,562,642. Yet they tell.me 
that an agemt for whisky is the only Ameri- 
can drummer who has been in Tegucigalpa 
for ‘many years. The long wagon haul 
doubles and trebles the price of all foreign 
commodities. As for the average consump- 
tiom by the native in clothing, all imported,. 
it amounts to only $1.50 a head. 

The brightest and most prosperous spot 
in all the land is the town of San Jacinto, 
which had 600 inhabitants in 1889, and now 
has 13,000 or 14,000. Around the Rosario 
mine, which is the greatest Honduréan in- 
dustry has risen a town with schools and 
clean streets, practically under American 
control. The mining companyewelcomes rev- 
olutions, as labor is cheapened by the way 
the natives flock in for protection from the 
recruiting -agences, who march them away 
from their homes to misery and death by dis- 
ease. And this continual conscription sup- 
plies/the reason why no native laborer has 
ary ambition and no native employer dares 
plan ahead.

The railroad legislation of recent‘ years 
and the active war on the reBate evil have 
made conferences’ like that between the 
shippers and the transcontinepta! roads 
possible. As long as favored shippers 
could get rebates the rates neminally 
charged by the roads did not Anterest 
them. They, being able to take care of 
themselves, could not be expected to join 
in protests with less fortunate shippers. 
Now that all shippers have common in- 
terests they: may be expected to act to- 
gether. If théy had been unanimous in 
the old days the roads would have paid 
little attention to them. The roads have 
learned during the last ‘four years that the 
laws and public opinion are not to be 
despised. That has made them more 
amefiable to reason and has caused them 
to treat shippers with greater respect. 
Henee it is “possible for both ‘parties to 
meet and discuss matters of common cob- 
cern in a temperate, businesslike fashion.

time from death by, drowning or being de- 
voured by the sharks which infest its waters. 

Prince Jolin, who is 4 cavalry officer on the 
retired list of the Austrian army and a cham- 
berlain of Erhperor Francis Joseph, attract- 
ed a good deal of attention durifg his stay 
here through his enterprise in establishing 
a banking business for the particular pur- 
pose of looking ‘after the financial interests 
of’the Poles who have emigrated to various 
portions ef the United States, especially the 
mining districts, from the: Polish provinces 
of Austria, Russia, and Germany. These 
Polish immigrants; mainly through igno- 
rance, are ah easy prey to swindles of every 
description, and much of their hard earned 
money has been lost, either through con- 
fiding it to fraudulent savings institutions 
or by intrusting it to equally nefarious con- 
cerns “Which ‘underteok to transmit it to 
Austria, to relatives of the senders, who, of 
ceurse,. never received it, 

The name»of the Saplehas is one held tn 
such high honor throughout German, Aus- 
trian, and Russian Poland that the immi- 
grants were greatly relieved when they 
found Prince John ready to look after their 
interests, and the banking business which he 
founded and which has hes in various 
parts of this country fs, I understand, still 
in existence and doing a thriving business. 

Prince John was led to embark in the bank- 
ihg business through losses which he -had 
previously sustafmed through the collapse 
of the so-called Credit bank of Gallicia at 
Cracow 
The Sapiehas trace back their descent in 
an unbroken line to the fourteenth century, 
and became Polish princes in 1760, thetr title 
as such befng recognized both by the Aus- 
trian and Russian governments.

Prince John’s father, old Prince Adam, who 
died in 1908, had had a most romantic career. 
He was ‘only a6 year old child when his par- 
ents, who had taken a prominent part in 
the insurrection against Russia in 1831, were 
forced to flee for their lives from Warsaw, 
the princess in particular, and her young 
child, Adam, experiencing extraordinary ad- 
ventures before finally finditg refuge 'n Lon- 
don, where the lad was educated: Thirty 
years later Prince Adam himself figured 
as one.of the leaders of the 1863 Polish in- 
surrection against the czar. 

He’ wa@capturell by the Russian authori- 
ties, and while in prison at Warsaw await- 
ing trial and probable execution he man- 
aged to effect his escape disguised as'a wom- 
an, and reached Paris, where he was re- 
ceived as a welcome guest at the Tuileries, 
and enjoyed for a time the particular favor 
of Napoleon III., who believed that by fo- 
menting Polish nationalist aspiration in the 
western provinces of the czar he éould exer- 
cise pressure on.the Russian goverriment. 

Prince Adam, however, finding that Na- 
poleon had no real intention of helping the 
Poles and that he was indifferent to their 
aspirations and sufferings, save so far as 
they. could be utilized in furthering the in- 
terests of French diplomacy, quitted Paris 
and ‘settled in the Polish provinces of Aus- 
ria, where he owned large estates. He be- 
came in course of time a member of the 
Gallician .diet’ as welt as of the Austrian 
house of lords, and showed himself so use- 
ful a eltizen and loyal a subject-that Em- 
peror Francis Joseph coaferred upon him the 
jo gene of a privy councilor and the Order

Springfield, Ill., ,Feb. 26.—[Editor of The 
Tridtne.}—In THE TRIBUNE of Feb. 20 Dr. 
Charles L. Mix, secrétary of the Northwest- 
ern University Medical school, Chicago, is 
quoted as saying that in 1907 “there had 
beén more physicians licensed in I)linois than 
in the states of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, and 
Kentucky combined and almost as many as in 
New York,” this statement being made in 
support of his contention that graduates of 
certain schools in Chicago. “ private corpor- 
ations run fo? profit/* haye no difficulty in 
passing the examinations.of the Lllinols state 
board of health. This statement has doubt- 
less come to the attention of several thousand 
interested persons, physicians and others, 
in Illinois and adjacent states, and as it tends 
to create a wrong tmpression es to medical 
licensure in lllinols, it should not remain 
unnoticed. 

It is a fact welhknown fo those conversant 
with matters of medical examination that 
the majority of medical students graduated 
in the leading states appear for examination 
in those states in which their colleges are 
located, regardless of their plans as to per- 
manent Jocation. Inasmuch as Chicago has 
become the medical educational! center of the 
nation, with many medical schools turning 
out a largé number of students yearly, it is 
obvious that the number of applicants ap- 
pearing before the [llinois board myst be 
proportion@¥ely great. » 

In this connection and bearing upon Dr. 
Mix's reférence to the state of New York 
the folidwing will be of interest and value: 
In 1907, 608 stndents were graduated by the 
thirteen medical colleges of Illinois. against 
480 by the eleven medical colleges of New 
York. In 1907, 632 physicians were . exam- 
ined in Wiinois, against 745-in New York. 
The pércentage of failures in the respective 
examinations was as follows: Illinois, 8.2; 
New York, 7.2. 

If it be. a fault that a great number of’ 
physicians apply for examination tn Illinois, 
that fault lies at the doors.of Northwestern 
University Medical.school and other large 
and rapidly growing medical colleges of the 
city of Chicago, and cannot be attributed 
to a few smaller colleges “ run for profit.”’ 

Interesting here and significant as to the 
matter under discussion is the fact that in 1907 
the Northwestern University) Medical school 
had more graduates that year before the ex- 
amtning boards of the several states than any 
other medical college in the United States 
and. that in 1907 the Northwestern University 
Medical sehool graduated more students than 
any other American medica) school, one in 
Chicago and one In Louisville excepted. 

It is also of interest that in 19007 the North- 
western University Medical school graduated 
more students than did the four medical é¢ol- 
leges of Indiana combined, and of the five 
medical colleges of Iowa combined, and but 

a few less than the ten medical colleges ot 
Ohio combined, and nearly as many as thé 
two largest medical colleges in New York 
combined.

Former Sox Manager Talks Free- 
ly of Past and Future. 


DISCUSSES LOSS OF PENNANT 


Two Years on Opponents. 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFP. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 28.—[Special.]- 
Fielder Jones, timber magnate ind former 
manager of the White Sox, apparently takes 
more interest in baseball! than if he were in- 
tending to lead the once world's:champions 
again: im a ¢onversation at Portland the 
other day he talked freely of the coming 
season. 

Perhaps some fans remember Jones’ 
prophecy last spring that Cleveland would be 
fighting for the flag at the finish.’ How near 
the Naps came to landing the pennant is his- 
tory. Jones again thinks Cleyeland is a 
formidable contender, especially with “Cy ” 
Young on the pitching staff. St. Louis and 
Detroit also look strong to Jones.in the fight 
against the White Sox. 

In the National league Jones picks the 
Cubs, New York, and Pittsburg as contend- 
ers, with Chance’s men fighting best at the 
start. 

How 1908 Flag Was Lost. 

With a group of Portland baseball] men as 
auditors the question came up in a fanning 
bee concerning his judgment in the choice of 
pitchers for that final game with Detroit last 
fall, upon the result of which depended the 
American league championship. 

No one has forgotten how the Sox had to 
beat the. Tigers three straight to win the 
pennant. White won on Sunday, Walsh came 
back with a victory on Monday, after pitch- 
ing two successive days in Cleveland on the 
Friday and Saturday before. Then White 


‘started the final and crucial game, only to 


meet sO warm a reception, he was yanked 
out and Walsh substituted. The big fellow 
later was followed by Frank Smith, who 
finished the game after the Tigers had 
clinched it and the championship. 

“ We were up against a tough proposition,’’ 
said Jones. “\A victory meant everything. 
Walsh never pitched a harder game in his life 
than on Monday. It was a question whether he 
could come back, willing worker thac he is. So 
I decided to see how they warmed up, for, with 
Bill Donovan against us, a run or two either way 
probably meant victory. 


Chance the Manager Taxes. 


** Walsh did not warm up well. White felt fair. 
There still was Smith. He might or might not pitch 
& great game. So, in view of White's work on 
Sunday, he was sent in, with Walsh or Smith in 
reserve in case he weakened. The Tigers had one 
of those irresistible batting streaks ang White and 
Walsh both succumbed. All talk about Big Ed's’ 
sulking because he was not put in first was bosh. 
Smith pitched good ball after the game already 
was lost. Perhaps it would have been better if he 
had started. I don’t know. If we had won White 
would havé seemed the best bet, but he didn’t. 
That's one of the chances a manager takes.”’ 

Jones could tell many things of interest to Sox 


fans concerning the team of which he was man- 


ager, but he asserts it would be bad taste for him 
to make suggestions about a team with which he 
no longer is connected. However, hé says Billy 
Sullivan, in his opinion, is the greatest catcher tn 
the business, that George Davis has more baseball 
brains than all the youngsters combined who are 
breaking into fast company, that Ed Walsh ifs a 
great and willing pitcher, and that Pat Dougherty’s 
batting saved many a game. ¥ 

Commenting on scientific baseball, Jones told 
mome of the plays which enabled the White Sox 
to win games on few hits. : 

“One of the plays which I think we {naugurated 
was that of sending the first baseman in for a bunt 
with a man on first, the second sacker covering 
first and the shortstop the middle bag. ‘We did this 
for nearly two seasons before others tried the same 
tactica to any extent against us. Ofcourse, the 
defense for this play is for the batter to feint te 
bunt, then hit the ball through the vg@cant short- 
stop position. When others played for the bunt 
as we had done, we surprised them at times with 
the hit and run through short and almost invaria- 
bly it was a safe hit, the man on first reaching 
third. We once did this four times If succession 
on the Highianders. When both teams’ under- 
stamd both sets of tactics it becomes a ‘case of eut- 
guessing the other fellow, and that’s @ large part 
of baseball, anyhow. > ' 


One Trick Goes Wrong, 


‘* Another play we sometimes tried with a manon 
first and third was for the man on first to get so 
far off the bag as to get caught purposely. His 
cue then was to put his head down and run for 
second. The man on third was to break for home 
whén the first baseman threw to second Neither 
the second baseman, nor shortstop, suddenly called 
upon to cover second, would be in the good position 
for the throw home. 

“*T remember the first time we tried this play. 
The man on first got caught all right by the pitcher, 
but instead of breaking for second he@ ran only a 
few steps and then slowed up. So the first base- 
man instead of making the throw to second 
wheeled and threw to the plate, nailing our man 
by yards. I was so angry I could only sputter. 

‘‘Trilby "’ Rankin of Portland, who acted as 
advisor to youngsters when Jones wags playing on 
the Portland team in the early ‘90s, ‘teils of one 
of those shoestring catches which, time and again, 
have roused south side fans to frenziedapplause. 


Rankin Tells a Jones Yarn. 


“When Jones first joined our club,” said Ran- 
kin, *“‘he was playing deep one day when the 
opposing batsman hit a short, hard liner into cen- 
ter. Jones tore Im and, when still apparently ten 
feet short of the ball, he made a headlong dive for 
it and got it, retiring the side’ 
fielders were not accustomed to backing up each

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Stock Prices Again Where They 
Were Before Break. 


SENATOR ALDRICH A FACTOR 


Will Dominate Tariff Legislation in 
Senate+—Steel Situation. 


After a four point break, which caused 
tremendous excitement in certain quarters, 
the stoak market recovered its serenity and 
at the close of the week quotations were up 
to the level preceding the break. 

The cut in steel prices has not had the 
effect of causing large incréases In orders. 
Following the usual course, buyers are walit- 
ing for still. cheaper steel, endeavoring to 
find the bottom. The railroads absolutely 
hold aloof for the reason that no concessions 
have yet been made in rails. The car build- 
ers are waiting on the railroads, and there 
has been a widespread feeling that congress 
might do something that would be of benefit 
to consumers. 

But there was one development of the 
week that was strikingly reassuring to those 
who do not want much tinkering with the 
tariff. Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, 
chairman of the senate committee on finance, 
succeeded in having the present organization 
continued. This leaves him at the head of 
the finance committee, with vacancies to be 
filled, which will be of his own naming. 
Through the finance committee must come 
any bill for revising tariff schedules, and Mr. 
Aldrich’s affiliations are not, and have not 
been, with those who would disturb the 
status quo in matters which relate directly 
to moneyed interests. A marked cut in 
schedules might interfere with the founda- 
tion for plans for financing important propo- 
sitions, dnd the chairman of the senate 
finance committee will not, if his future ac- 
tion be judged by the past, permit such leg- 
islation to be enacted. 


Power Shown in Senate. 

Mr. Aldrich showed his power in the senate ° 
when congress was trying to thrash out some 
currency legislation. In the end he and his 
committee carried the day against both the 
house and the senate minority.: The final bill 
was not exactly as he wanted it, but it was 
not what either the bankers*of the country 
or the lower house wantéd. 

Now, when the tariff bill comes before Sen- 
at Aldrich, it may be anticipated that it 
wfll receive the same careful attention from 
him that the currency bill did. Unless there 
be some sort of popular uprising the final 
‘draft will be sufficiently harmless to please 
the powerful Wall street interests. The mat- 
ter of the tariff, therefore, has been distinctly 
minimized in the minds of those who had 
been wishing for more or less radical reduc- 
tions. 

The makers of steel are nevertheless hay- 
ing their troubles. They have lowered prices 
on nearly all their products and reduced 
their profits. How long this will continue 
will depend upon considerations that have 
not yet become public. ‘After six or seven 
-years of harmonious codperation and good 
profits, it will probably be difficult for the 
different makers to indulge in a price war. 
There is nothing so attractive in material 
affairs as the largest possible income, and 
this cannot be attained by fighting. It will 
be all the harder to conduct an open market 
after the benefits of coijperation have been 
so abundantly proved. : 


Almost Master of Steel. 

The United States Steel corporation, with 
its plant at Gary, will become—when that 
plant has been completed—the almost master 
of the steel situation. It will become such 
not because of gxtension of its present 60 
per cent monopoly of the business but 
through ability to undersell its competitors 
because of cheapened costs. With the Gary 
plant in operation,its saving in cost of ore 
transportation, according to one Pittsburg 
manufacturer, will be equal to $2.28 a ton on 
the finished product, as against the manu- 
factured in the Pittsburg district, including 
the United States corporation's plants. Ore 
for the Gary plant will be unloaded at its 
docks. Ore for Pittsburg makers is unloaded 
at Cleveland and transshipped to Pittsburg. 

Again, should Chicago be made the basic 
point, the Gary plant will have an advantage 
of $3.60 a ton over eastern competitors at- 
tempting to do business'in this and western 
territory. The $3.60 represents the cost of

The market was featured by a pronounced 
broadeniffg of pit trade and a wild awaken- 
ing of the July future to heavy support.
